Sol  Toronski 


In  this  introduction  to  the  collection 
formed  by  the  late  Mr.  Sol  Toronski,  an 
effort  is  made  to  portray,  in  a few  words, 
the  story  of  a life,  filled  with  many  inter- 
esting facts.  Because  of  the  knowledge 
that  so  few  words  are  apt  to  be  inadequate 
to  fully  tell  that  story,  and  for  any  vague- 
ness, we  apologize. 

Mr.  Toronski,  horn  in  the  Polish  Corri- 
dor, came  to  America,  settled  in  Canton, 
Ohio.  A capable  business  man,  for  nearly 
50  years,  he  was  successful  in  several  fields; 
Oil  operations,  merchandizing,  real  estate 
and  insurance.  In  his  success  he  never 
forgot  the  less  fortunate.  His  philanthropic 
gifts  and  benefactions  to  individuals  as  well 
as  charitable  institutions  are  widely  known. 
In  1931,  Poland  decorated  him  with  their 
highest  award  ever  given  to  any  individual, 
for  his  benefactions  to  that  country.  A 
member  of  the  I O O F and  Masons,  the 
erection  of  the  McKinley  Avenue  Temple 
is  due  largely  to  his  efforts  and  contribu- 
tions. 

In  addition  to  the  time  and  effort  required  to  achieve  these  accomplishments, 
Mr.  Toronski  traveled  extensively.  He  made  several  world  trips  with  Mrs. 
Toronski  and  Mrs.  Clarence  J.  Leyton,  their  daughter. 

Throughout  his  many  activities  and  travels,  his  interest  in  Numismatics  led 
him  to  visit  establishments  in  Berlin,  Paris,  London,  Holland,  Poland  and 
Russia.  In  1922  he  acquired  his  first  platinum  coin.  (3  roubles)  Then,  not 
until  1932,  while  in  Berlin  was  he  told  of  a 12  rouble  coin  in  Paris.  He 
journeyed  to  Paris  and  was  directed  to  London.  He  crossed  the  channel  only 
to  find  that  the  coin  was  in  Paris.  Back  to  Paris  he  went  and  there  was  able  to 
purchase  the  coin  at  a cost  of  $312. 

What  a thrill!  To  round  out  his  collection  of  the  platinum  3,  6 and  12 
rouble  coins. 

(Platinum,  one  of  the  rarer  metals,  was  high  priced  and  very  valuable.  It  is 
equally  as  rare  today,  as  metal.  Coins  in  platinum  are  even  rarer  items.  There 
are  not  many  to  be  had  now,  since  a number  of  them  have  been  melted  and 
used  for  the  metal  in  them,  which  was  worth  much  more  than  the  legal  tender 
value  per  rouble  in  a coin.  However,  they  do  not  bring  the  price  they  merit. 
Look  for  a promising  future.)
